The training was in preparation 
for a manned orbital space flight 
scheduled before the year’s end 
and a continuation of NASA’s in 
vestigation of man’s capabilities 
in space. 


All seven spent a great deal of 
time in the world’s largest centri­ 
fuge machine instead in a build­ 
ing in the Aviation Medical Ac­ 
celeration Laboratory at Johns­ 
ville. 


The machine simulates space 
flights. During the flights, each 
astronaut wore a prototype of the 
Mercury full-pressure suit and 
rode in a custom-fitted couch 
mounted inside a gondola at the 


end of the 50-foot long centrifuge 
arm. 
The centrifuge arm is mounted 
without gearing directly on one 
of the world's largest D.C. motors. 
It can accelerate from a rest posi-

(UPI) -T h e 
defense attorney for glamorous 
Philadelphia nightclub owner Lil­ 
lian Reis charged today in his 
summation at her burglary trial 
that “someone in this case is a 
liar—a damned liar.” 
Attorney John Lavelle said in 
his opening remarks to the jury 
that 
the Commonwealth's case 
w as based on "three strangers in 


the County —Philadelphia Detec. 
tive Capt. Clarence Ferguson, and 
State Police Ll. Jesse Stanton 
and Sgt. Roy Wellendorf. 
The summations began today in 
the trial of the former chorus 
girl who is charged with master­ 
minding the August, 1959 burglary 
at the home of Pottsville coal 
baron John B. Rich. 
Referring to the discrepancy in 


the amount of loot listed in the 
indictment against Miss Reis and 
the $478,000 authorities charged 
was taken. 
Lavelle said 
Rich 
“put the Ila where it belongs- 
with Stanton, Wellendorf and Fer- 
gu*on." 
Rich had said that the amount

in the burglary in the 
basement of his home was $20,*

Lavelle referred to Rich’s state, 
ment under his cross-examination 
that "I am 69 and I never heard 
so many liars." 
Lavelle said Rich “ will stand up 
and fight He'll fight back from 
the witness stand. He put the lie 
where it belongs.. 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Calvin J. Fried- 
berg was to follow Lavelle with 
the Commonwealth’s summation. 


Friedberg had called 47 witness to 
bolster a contention the shapely 
defendant master-minded the bur­ 
glary and used proceeds to buy a 
Philadelphia night club. 
Miss Reis is the fourth of five

Eisenhower says his greatest 
disappointment as president was 
"lack of definite proof that we

American public it must deter­ 
mine it has the courage to live 
for possibly decades under the 
threat of nuclear aggression.

terview with CBS newsman Walter 
Cronkite 
The interview was recorded dur­ 
ing five days of conversations 
with Eisenhower at Gettysburg, 
Pa., late last spring. 
Richard Nixon’s defeat at the 
poll* also was ranked by Eisen­ 
hower among his greatest disap­ 
pointments. 
Eisenhower said he does not 
“evaluate highly" the possibility 
of an accidental nuclear war. He 
added, “ I don’t believe any na­ 
tion is going to start a big war, 
unless deliberately on the side of 
the aggressor, or when there's 
very clear knowledge that there’s 
a present, an imminent danger."
